It ts belleved that the rose 
originated In Central Asia. 
Of the many roses which 
originated in that region, 
only a few have contributed 
to our modern types, The § 
most outstanding of these @ 
are China Rose (Rose chin- 
ensis), the Damask Rose 
(Rosa centifolla,) Rose of 
Provins (Rosa gallica), But 
a more Important ancestor 
than these is Rosa odorata, 
the Chinese rose, which 
was brought to England in 
1810 and probably became 
the parent of the original 
tea roses, Introducing the 
character of perpetual 
flowering, which waslar- 
ely lacing in the varieties 
introduced prior to this 
time, 

The yellow rose, whose 
ancestor was the Persian, 
Yellow (Rosa foetida) was 
known for over four thous- 
and years, but did not come 
into its own until Pernet - 
Boucher, a French Hybrid- 
ist, produced the famous 
**Soliel d’Or’’ and, from it, 
was developed the first 
really yellow rose, called 
“Rayon d’Or’’ in 1910, 

The climbing roses fol- 
lowed from crosses of R, 
odorata and R, gigantea (a 
climbing species from 
Southern China) together 
with injection of the Musk 
Rose (R, moschata) blood,

It is red, large, 
double flowered, vigorous, 
with little faaing of color 
and excellent lasting qual- 
ity.
